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SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 

OF THE 

COMMISSIONERS OF THE LOAN FUND BOARD OF IRELAND. 



T HE Loan Fund Board, in presenting their Sixth Annual Report to Parlia- 
ment, have to state, that the increased duties which have devolved upon 
them by the introduction of the many changes consequent upon the provisions 
of the Act of last Session (6 & 7 Viet. c. 91), as well as their inability to 
make any decided Report on the general effect produced by the alteration in 
the law, have determined to postpone the expression of any opinion as to the 
probable results of such changes, until, by the operations during the present 
year, they may be enabled to do so with more confidence than they can at 
present. 

It may be only just, however, to state, but without intending to convey any 
opinion on the subject, that Communications have been received from a large 
number of the local practical Managers connected with the Board, stating their 
general conviction, that the reduction of the discount from 6d. to 4c!.' in the 
pound, will act injuriously to Loan Societies in general, if not render it necessary 
to close many of these institutions from want of sufficient Funds to carry them 
on without loss.

7 d. has been lodged to the 
credit of the Board. Of this sum 493 Z. 0 s. 2 cl. has been expended as per annexed audited Account ; 
242 1. Is. 10 d. remains to the credit of the Board in the Bank of Ireland, as per bank book, and 
10Z. 17 s. 7 d. remains with the secretary, as per his audited account current for current petty 
expenses. 

The committee have to remark, that of the above balance of 242 Z. Is. 10 d- to Board’s credit, 
95/. IPs. 7 d. has been only temporarily lodged by Government to the Board’s credit. 

The committee have audited the Board’s expenditure up to the 1st November instant, and
